A SERVIAN BLUEBEARD. 
London, May A man, whom his 

neighbors call Bluebeard, has been discov- 
ered and imprisoned in the vicinity of Bel- 
grade. His name is Btlja. For the !;ist 
twenty years he hus been a considerable 
land owner anil f roprictor of the largest 
tavern in the suburbs of the .Servian cap- 
ital. Buja was living with his fust wife 
when lie made his first appearance at Bel- 
grade in 1SU9. Two years after she van- 
ished. Buja advertised for her, paid de- 
tectives to find her, anil apparently mourned 
for her deeply. After all his efforts proved 
vain. Two years elapsed ami he married 
again. The second -Mrs. liuj.i lasted until 
the middle of 1874. Then she, too, dropped 
out of sight. Buja did as he hud done when 
the first Mrs. Buja vanished, anil was just as 
unsuccessful as before. With 1875 came 
another Mrs. Buja, who could not be found 
after July, 1S7H. In the spring of 1377 the 
fourth Mrs. Buja shared Mr. Buja's bed and 
board. She was young anil pretty, anil ivas 
as devoted to her husband as he seen ed to 
be to her. After a ball one evening in 
1878 she started for homo alone in a 
cab. She was never seen alive after- 
ward. Her husband ransacked t lie 
country for her, mourned with unusual 
vehemence and swore that he would never 
marry again. Ho remained single until 
1881, when he took his fifth wife and has 
lived with her ever since. He has had three 
children by her. Re had bad luck in land 
speculation eighteen months ago, and was 
obliged to sell the greater part of his farm. 
Six weeks ago the purchaser broke ground 
for a cellar. Two feet below the surface he 
came upon a scaled beer barrel. In it ho 
found the skeleton of a woman attired in a 
ball dress. The wrists were tied and the 
legs were twisted against her body. Sonic 
jewelry that had dropped from the woman's 
neck and arms gave a clew to the fact that 
the skeleton was that of Buja's fourth wife. 
Buja was arrested and confessed that he 
had throttled her, packed her in a cask, 
and buried her on the night of her return 
from the ball. His only reason for the 
murder was that he was weary of her. 
Buja refused to say whether or not he killed 
his other three wives. The police are hav- 
ing Buja's farm carefully examined with 
pick, shovel .i;.d plow in the hope of finding 
the skcluluud of the rest of the women 
Buja is suspected of having put out of the 
way. 

EMBARGO ON AMERICAN PORK. 
Much discontent exists in Franco in 
regard to the virtual embargo on American 
pork, which has raised the price of meat 
considerably throughout the country. The 
American product is discriminated against 
by vexatious and unnecessary inspection, on 
the pretence that disease may be lurking in 
the meat, The working classes in the cities 
are indignant over the discrimination, 
which they regard as intended for the 
benefit of the peasant fanners of France at 
the expense of the consumers in industrial 
centres. De la Haye, who was the French 
representative in the Berlin conference for 
the benefit of workingmen, expresses him- 
self very plainly against the policy of ex- 
cluding foreign meat, and he declares that 
it is one of the grievances that is likely to 
strengthen the Socialists, by promotingagita- 
tion. However, in this respect France is not 
alone, and Germany is preparing to increase 
instead of lessening the number of 1 iws 
which are supposed to protect tho public 
health, but really protect the farmers and 
eattlo raisers. 

A POOR SHOWING. 
America makes a very poor showing in 
tho Edinburgh International exhibition, a 
fact which is commented on in Scotland as 
showing the lack of appreciation for that 
energetic little country. 

THE CHELSEA MILITARY EXHIBITION. 

Tho military exhibition at Chelsea is at- 
tracting largo numbers of foreign visitors.

It is stated that as a result of long de- 
liberation ami careful experiment, Post- 
master-General Raikcs has decided to intro- 
duce the bicycle as a means of locomotion 
for postal messengers in the delivery of tele- 
grams, it having been demonstrated that 
fully one-half of the time now occupied in 
that work can be saved by the use of tho 
wheel. In anticipation of the innovation 
many of the messengers have become expert 
wheelmen, and it is not impossible that the 
man who is destined to defeat the now in- 
vincible Howell, who won tho Li ycle 
championship of the world at Leicester yes- 
terday, will receive his training in this ser- 
vice. 

MRS, NUGENT CONVICTED. 
Mrs. Nugent, tin- caTMn passenger of the 
stoainship City of New York, who was ar- 
rested at Queenstown yesterday for having 
a revolver in her possession upon landing, 
was arraigned before the magistrate at that 
place to-day. She reiterated her statement 
of yesterday, that the weapon was the pro- 
perty of a fellow passenger named Dovine, 
who hud requested her to carry it ashore 
for him, iiiul Devine, who was in court, ad- 
mitted the ownership of the pistol. Posses- 
sion of the pistol, however, was a clear vio- 



lation of the law, and the magistrate lined 
her .CI, which sum Uevine paid.

Richmond, Va., May 2!).— With blare of 
trumpets, beating of drums and booming of 
cannons, the monument to General Robert 
E. Lee, erected by the ladies ol the South, 
was unveiled to day in the presence of a 
great multitude of people. The streets of 
the city hud been decorated very elaborate- 
ly and tastefully for the occasion. From all 
the business buildings were hung streamers, 
in which the colors of the confederacy 
blended with the national colors. It was 
nearly half-past 12 o'clock when word was 
received by General Lee that the 
parade was JJready to move. Turn- 
ing to his marshalls, he gave the com- 
■via ml to move, and the head of the proces- 
sion moved down Broad street. Of far 
more interest to the throng that filled the 
streets and looked down upon the proces- 
sioh from the windows and house-tops were 
the tattered and Bnioke-begrimmed war 
Hags carried by the veterans. Waving 
handkerchiefs and ringing cheers from thou- 
sands of throats greeted thotnas they passed. 
As the leading carriage passed down Broad 
street it was greeted with wild demonstrations 
by the enormous crowd. Fair hands Hung 
roses from the windows, banners were 
waved from the fronts of buildings and 
tossed high into the air, and as the band 
.struck up the familiar air of " Dixie," gray 
heads bowed low, and soft tears coursed 
down furrowed cheeks. 

During the passage of the procession col- 
umn through the principal streets of the city 
there was a continuous ovation. Its pro- 
gress was much impeded by the crowd that 
filled the streets, and it was neerly two 
o'clock when the monument was reached. 
An enormous crowd was in waiting there. 
Col. Archer Anderson was the orator of the 
day. He delivered an eloquent tribute to 
the famous general, and at the conclusion of 
his address a wave of applause swept over 
tho crowd until hands were tired and 
throats were hoarse. When in a measure 
silence had been secured, General Joseph E. 
.Johnston arose from his seat behind the 
orator's stand, and leaving the platform ho 
walked towards the monument. Oneitherside 
walked a veteran ex-Confederate from the 
Soldier's Home, Joseph Marion White and 
J. .J. O'Neill. Reaching the foot of the 
monument he took in his hand the end of 
the long rope which held the great white 
veil about the statute. A gentle pressure 
and the voil parted, and falling on either 
side disclosed the beautiful outlines of the 
statute. As they came into view a shout 
went up from the assemblage in volume so 
great that it almost drowned the boom of 
the cannon. In a minute the 
whole crowd had broken from the 
ranks and were soon flocking about 
the base of the statue, cheering and tossing 
hats and canes into the air. The crowd on 
the platform responded with cheers and 
waiving of handkerchiefs and flags. It was 
a long time before the crowd quieted down 
and offered Governor McKinney and other 
distinguished people on the platform an op- 
jortunity to regain their seats in the car- 
riages which were to have borne them back 
to the city. To-night the city is gaily illu- 
minated, and the streets are thronged with 
a good-natured crowd. There are numerous 
entertainments.

Nkw York, Aluy 29. — John .UoDerniot, 
alius Russell, was arrested last ni^lit at 
Delmonico's, where he was dining with Sir 
Robert Peel and another wealtny young 
Englishman, Clifford Talbot, who thought 
their friend was Inspector Byrnes, chief de- 
tective. That was whet he told them when 
ho made their acquaintance aboard the 
Aurania, and he impressed them as a very 
brilliant mini. So he is in his way. lie 
promised to introduce them to all the lead- 
ing people of New YorU. They en- 
tertained him in style, and were 
surprised when two detectives walked 
into Delmonico's anil arrested their 
stylish friend. MeDerniott was formerly 
a cab driver. After being arrested for 
swindling his employers, he changed his 
name to Russell, and, becoming an insur- 
ance agent, swindled the New York Life 
Insurance Company out of $2,000. His 
next exploit was to gain the affections of a 
rich widow named Mrs. Thayer, at Muney, 
N. Y., whom he swindled out of §1,250. 
To escape arrest for this he lied to Europe. 
It was while returning that he met I'ecl 
and Talbot. They thought so much of him 
on short acquaintance that they made him 
sonic valuable presents, including a diamond 
pin and handsome bracelet. The English- 
men did not stay in New York to prosecute 
McDermott, but went on to Chicago. Mis. 
Thayer will appear against him in the 
police court. 

Wonderful Itlcli Cold Strike. 

Denver, Colo., May '29.— A report 
reached here this afternoon from Alamosa 
that a wonderful rich strike hus been made 
in Golconda mine, which is owned by ex- 
Senator Tom Bowcu. Ore has been taken 
from the mine, through whioh runs a solid 
streak of gold an inch thick. Ten days 
ago a pocket was opened, from which $200,- 
000 has been taken. The strike has caused 
the greatest excitement in the southern part 
of the state.

He was born 
in the city of Travels, Prussia, and has 
been in Baltimore, New York and Chicago. 
For the past sixteen years he has been in 
this city. He was also noted as being the 
only clergyman who remained on Black- 
woll's Island throughout the cholera scourge 
of 1848." 

Traifedyin Now Mexico. 

Silver City, N. M. , May 28.— Thomas 
Lyons, of this city, shot and instantly- 
killed John R. MoManiglo lust night. Lyons 
is a member of the firm of Lyons & Camp- 
bell, who are among the heaviest cattle 
owners in southern New Mexico. Ho claims 
to have found Mc.Manigle and Mrs. Lyons 
in a compromising situation. All the parties 
are prominent people. 

A Htuih Bobber's Proposition. 

St. Louis, Mo., May 28.— Mansfield 
King, who robbed President Moffat of the 
Denver bank of £'21,000, says lie made a 
proposition in writing to the haul: officials 
to return the money and pay all the ex- 
penses they have incurred in the matter 
providing they agree not to prosecute him.

The mat- 
ter will then be taken to the United States 
supremo court for final argument and de- 
cision. 

Hope fur Tiieoiuu Yet. 

New Youk, May 29.— The Tacoma ter- 
minus, said one of the new directors of tho 
Pacific Mail Steamship Company this morn- 
ing, is by no means an impossibility, or, in 
other words, we propose to make the Paci- 
fic Mail a live money-earning corporation 
again. 

Robbed aiid Wounded. 

Des Moifeh, la., May 28.— G. W. South- 
waite, an artist, was found in his studio 
this morning lying upon the floor uncons- 
cious with a dagger wound near the heart. 
Tho contents of his trunk were scattered 
about, and his pockets had been rifled, 
showing the incentivo of the deed to have 
been robbery. No clue or suspicion exists 
us to the assault. The wounded man will 
probably die. 

Receiver Appointed. 

ClIIOAOO, May 28. —Judge Collins this 
morning decided the case of Francis M. 
Charlton against the Chicago Gas Trust. 
Ho sustained tho bill of plaintiff for a 
receiver for the trust, and cujoinod the 
defendant and the four gas companies com- 
posing it from transferring any stock, money 
or assets to any person or corporation. The 
name of the receiver will he announced to- 
morrow. 

Consideration oi ihe Tariir Kill. 

WASHINGTON, May 29. — The senate 
finance committee to-day began considera- 
tion of the tarifl' bill. There was a full at- 
tendance, and Carlysle took his seat and 
entered into a discussion of the bill with 
earnestness. A proposition by Senator 
Sherman was agreed to, suggesting that the 
committee take up the bill by paragraphs, 
and either pass them lor future action or 
agree to them as they stood in the bill as it 
passed the house. The proposition was 
agreed to with the understanding that any 
paragraph which was agreed to might be 
recalled for further action. Consideration 
of the bill was then begun. The chemical 
schedule is first in the bill. Before 
entering upon it, Aldrich suggested 
that it would be well to decide 
whether or not the committee would 
agree to recommend free alcohol in arts. 
For if it wus the opinion of the committee 
that this should be done, it would affect the 
rates on half items in the schedule. After 
some discussion it was voted not to recom- 
mend free alcohol in arts. The text of the 
chemical schedule was then gone over, and 
thirty-eight items checked off. Of these, 
however, thirteen of the most important 
were passed over without action. The com- 
mittee, before adjourning, disposed of four 
of the 120 pages of the bill, and the question 
of future meetings was then raised. The 
proposition by Senator Sherman to meet 
to morrow (decoration day) and continue 
the discussion of the bill, was disagreed to. 
He then advocated day sessions of 10 hours 
duration, in order to complete the bill so as 
to report to the senate at the earliest day 
possible. This suggestion met with opposi- 
tion from both sides. Senator Carlisle said 
he wished to be perfectly understood on the 
subject. While perfectly willing to sit 10 
hours a day, he believed it would 
ho a wuste of time. All the 
time the committece had so far 
spent on the bill he believed had been 
wasted by reason of the conditions under 
which it was proceeding. Senator Voor- 
hees said that the place for discussing 
hill wus in the senate, and he concurred in 
the views of Mr. Carlisle. The Republican 
party, he said, wanted the tariff bill con- 
structed on the lines of protection. The 
Democratic party wanted a bill on tho lines 
of revenue. The way to do was for the 
majority of the committee to agree on their 
bill, and the minority to do the same. If 
in their judgment the report of the minority 
on the measure was deemed advisable. 
Senator Hiscock proposed that a 
sub - committee on each side be 
appointed to prepare such schedules as 
would he advocated by its party on the floor 
of the senate. Thut the republican sub- 
committee, as fast as it prepared its sche- 
dules, submit them to the democratic sub- 
committee, and the latter to do the same 
with its schedules for the republican sub- 
committee This proposition was agreed 
to, Senators Sherman and Vance voting in 
the negative. The question of giving oral 
hearings was discussed: but no conclusion 
was reached. So the previous action of the 
committee adverse to the hearings still 
stunds. The changes agreed t» to-day in 
the chemical schedule were all reductions 
proposed by republicans and supported by 
the solid democratic vote. None of the 
changes agreed to were significant or im- 
portant.

CONCERNING SALMON, TltOUT, CM Alt AN J 
GRAYLINU. 

The present being tlio soason at which 
holiday and pleasure-seekers aro accus- 
tomed to enter upon their enjoyments, 
botli by flood and field, a few words on 
the subject of the game Hah of British 
Columbia may not bo out of place. If 
there is ono more than another thing that 
will attract the attention of the stranger 
on his arrival hero, it is the excellence 
and variety of our food fish, while the 
gamoneoa of some of them will especially 
commend them to the sportsman. There 
aro five varieties of salmon in British 
Columbian waters, to which extended 
reference has already been made in these 
columns. Three of them may be spoken 
of as game tish, viz., the Cohoe, the 
Sockeyo and the Tyheo, or 
spring salmon. These aro emphatically 
angling tish, and aro plentiful in their re- 
spective seasons, notably in March and 
S v April, and when the rivers are full. They 
may bo taken with the tly, minnow or 
spoon bait, in the sea, almost at all times. 
I Frequently the rivers are too muddy for 
them, and they can only be caught at oer- 
J tain times and when there are freshets. 
J The trout of British Columbia aro of 
j two kinds, tho ordinary common (salmo 
I purpuratus) having black spots, and the 
steel head (salmo Gairdneri). The ordin- 
ary trout occasionally attains tho weight 
of ten pounds, but three or four pounds 
1 may be considered the weight of a good 
J fish. The steel head attains from 25 to 
30 pounds. Both species aro plentiful in 
all the rivers, some specimens of common 
{ being found in the lakes, which aro never 
frequented ky the steel head. Both tish 
afford lively sport for anglers, all through 
the summer months. 

In this province there are two varieties 
of char, the Salvelinus inalma and the 
Salvelinus Namaycush. Tho former 
have red spots and tho latter aro brown 
with yellow sttipe3. It is not often 
that either of these lish aro caught with 
the fly, tho last named variety havin 
fancy for the spoon bait, tho minnow 
a piece of bacon; but it is scarcely what 
may be described as a game lish. They 
t can bo caught all summer, and also 
through the ico in winter. The Salvelinus 
inalma seldom reaches over live or six 
pounds, while tho other is not known to 
attain over ten pounds, although in 
Eastern Canada it lias been taken at as 
high as 120 pounds. 

The grayling is seldom seen in British 
Columbia, it being only found, so far as 
known, in the Cassiur district. On the 
other side of the Rockies, no'ably in tho 
tributaries of the Peace River and streams 
having their ou' let in the Arctic Ocean 
it is comparatively common. Although 
its average weight is from a half to three 
quarters of a pound, it sometimes reaches 
from three to four pounds. It takes the 
My well, and is full of light. It is in the 
best condition in winter. 



AMATEUtt BOWING. 

To the Editou : — 1 have been in- 
structed by the committee of the Van- 
couver Boating club to call tho attention 
j of amateur oarsmen to tho fact that the 
conditions of the race for the very hand- 
some cup, known as tho Hatbor Cham- 
piouship Cup, presented by Messrs.

These 
rules can bo found in tho N. Y. Clipper 
Annual, 1890, p. 38. 

It would take up too much of your 
valuable spaco to point out the many dif- 
ferences between the rules governing 
that, race and the rules of tho above as- 
sociations (which really compose the 
, whole amateur rowing world, Australia 
only excepted). I need only state that 
for the Victoria cup and so-called 
amateur championship of British Colum- 
bia, men who had won money in races 
prior to May 1, 188!), were eligible to 
compete, thus really opening the dOor to 
professionals, and tainting with suspicion 
any amateur who competed. 

I would suggest that all tho clubs now 
Hi formed, or forming, in tho province afli- 
i liato with the Canadian Association, as 
W tho Vancouver Boating club has done, so 
L as to put amateur rowing in B. C. on a 
I proper and recognized basis.

CITY POLICE COURT. 

(Before Hon. A. N. Richards, P. M.) 
Fanny Irving, who had amused her- 
self by lifting up her voice and screaming 
loudly, to tho consternation of the deni- 
zens of Broad street, on Wednesday 
evening, was charged with disturbing the 
peace.

Walker, 
on information charging him with stealing 
a silver watch and £40, said that he didn't 
know much about the law, but he knew 
that he didn't touch money or watch. He 
offered no objection to tho remand for 
ono day which was asked for by Supt. 
Sheppard. 

MATRIMONIAL INFELTUTTY. 

Esther Phillips, wife of Samuel Phil- 
lips, who presides over a barber 
shop in the Clarence Hotel block, 
did not appear when her charge 
against her husband of assault, 
came up for hearing. Her name was 
sounded from the steps of the court 
room, but thoy brought no response. It 
was stated that the prosecutrix had for- 
saken her husband and departed for Van- 
couver in company with a more favored 
man. The case was accordingly dropped, 
tho defendant paying tho costs. 

STRAY NOTES. 

Brown, the young man from tho other 
sido, who was accused of setting fire to 
himself and his room in the Occidental 
hotel, on Wednesday night, decided to 
pay for tho damages caused by tho fire, 
and thereby procured his release. 

The case of Flesh and Strong, in which 
high words and high blows form the 
principal ingredients, will be up for hear- 
ing to-day. 

Luring ^Wednesday afternoon a bold 
burglar visited the rooms of Mr. F. H. 
Rail!', at tho corner of Douglas and 
Yates streets, and helped himself to a 
diamond pin and several other small, but 
valuable, articles.

Dining the forenoon a number of Si- 
washes and Klootchmen and "tenas si- 
washes," of both sexes, patiently waited 
to havo a liquor charge disposed of in 
which were involved a whole ease of gin, 
a white man that had sold it and tho in- 
dividuals who had secured it with tho ob- 
ject, no doubt, of having a "potlatch" of 
sumo sort or other. Tho Klootchmen 
ranged from tho haggard old 
grandmother, shivering and shaking, 
to tho h-lpless infant, puling in its 
mother's arms, the intermediate stages 
being variously made up. Some of the 
females wore, to a degree, gorgeously at- 
tired, tho bright colors that they wore 
contrasting in a pecular way with their 
sallow complexions, that were not in any 
way advantageously set off with a well 
kept diadem of raven locks. Tho men 
wore some of them barefoot and in their 
shirt sleeves— and dirty at that — the in- 
fants and ono of tho boys being arrayed in 
"puris nattiralilms," save and except that 
tho hoy, about six or seven years old, 
was enshrouded in a tattorod blanket.

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GOVERNMENT CANDIDATES. 

HON. J. H. TURNER, 
SIMEON DUCK, 
JOHN IRVING, 
WM. DALBY. 
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A PERVERT, 

Tho Columbian hits hecomo the bitter- 
est and tho most unscrupulous enemy 
which tho Governuiont has among the 
newspapers of the province. Tlio change 
that has come over it is marvellous. 
Until n month or two ago it was friendly 
to the Government. It gave tho Robson 
Government and its 'immediate predeces- 
sors its cordial support. It had nothing 
to say against their general policy, and 
the personnel of the different administra- 
tions was not objectionable to it in any 
respect. What has caused the Columbi- 
an's perversion i Why has it assumed 
an attitude entirely hostile to the men in 
power 1 What has turned its honey into 
.gall? Tho Government's redistribution 
policy lias displeased the Columbian. It 
has not done what it considers justice to 
New Westminster in the matter of re- 
presentation, therefore nothing that the 
Government has done, is doing, or can 
do, is right. It has by that singlo act 
become utterly depraved and is no longer 
worthy of tho support of tho Columbian. 
That paper does not see that in decrying 
tho pist acts of the Government it is 
condemning itself. If the Government 
deserves to be defeated for what it has 
done in tho past tho Columbian should 
be repudiated by its patroni, for it 
approved of the course which the ad- 
ministration has pursued. According to 
our contemporary's own showing, it has 
been these many years supporting what it 
ought to have condemned. 

The Columbian a good deal moro than 
insinuates that the Government has be- 
como corrupt, that during its long term 
of power it has grown dishonest. It 
say3 : 

"It is almost time that the people 
awoke, and sent honest, independent, 
and wide-awake men down to James Bay- 
to lo >k into the books, and tit least give 
the Augean stables a rigid inspection." 

There is a little confusion of thought 
in this passage and some mix- 
ture of metaphor, but we see that 
our Westminster contemporary is be- 
coming notorious for its figures of speech. 
It will be noted that this Govern- 
ment supporter turned Opposition organ, 
is more bitter and more unscrupulous in 
its denunciation of the party in power 
and ot the men who form tho administra- 
tion than its oldest enemies. It is ob- 
servable that the regular Opposition, so 
to speak, have not once hinted that the 
Government is corrupt, They have not 
ventured to accuse any of its members 01 
anything approaching to dishonesty. 
But no sooner does this disappointed 
supporter join the enemies of the Gov- 
ornment than it begins to talk about 
books that need looking into and Augean 
etables that require to bo inspected, lias 
the Columbian been all along supporting 
men whom it knew to bo dishonest and 
corrupt, or does it defame those whom it 
but the other day admired and praised, 
out of spito and malice '. Are its accusa- 
tions and reproaches to bo looked upon 
as are the vilification and the .malicious 
inuendoea of a cast-off servant 1 

Every unprejuuiceU man and every 
real friend of tho province i: 
pleased and proud to see that, 
warm as political controversy is in 
tho province, and eager as the Opposi- 
tion is to discredit the Government, then 
are in British Columbia no political scan- 
dals. Tho opponents of the Government 
— keen-sighted and outspoken as the,} 
arc— do not accuse any one connected 
with the Govornmont, either as menibei 
or supporter, with having misappropriated 
the people's money, or made a corrupt 
use of his political influence. In these 
days, whon scandals aro rife in othci 
parts of the Dominion, this is most grati- 
fying. It is not likely that this Opposi- 
tion recruit this deserter, will succeed in 
proving an accusation against the Govern- 



ment which its bitterest enemies did not 
venture oven to prefer. 

Tho Westminstor renegade repeats a 
stupid cry which has been raised by the 
Opposition. It is that tho Government 
has been in power long enough, and that 
tho province wants a change. To uso its 
own words: " It is good policy on general 
principles to stir up the incumbents of 
office and their hangers-on at least once 
in a decade." Does any sane man on 
eneral principles consider it good policy 
to turn off a servant merely because he 
has sorved him long and honestly '/ 
The general principle is that when an 
employer secures tho services of a man 
who is both honest and capable ho 
should bo kept as long as ho is nblo to do 
his work. Such servants aro too rare 
and too valuable to bo dismissed for a 
more caprice. It is against, all sound 
principle to make length of service a dis- 
qualification. 



As it is with a private servant so is it 
with public ones. The country which 
lilts found honest and able men to take 
care of its public affairs would be foolish 
in tho extreme to turn out men who had 
served them well anil with whom they 
had no fault to find in order merely to 
put in their places new and untried men. 
Of courso the Columbian docs not mean 
what it says. If Mr. Etobson i nd his 
colleagues had given New Westminster 
another representative, no matter how 
the. rest of the province fared, it would 
bo only too glad to advocate their being 
retained in oflice any length of time 
longer. But as they did not give West- 
minster that extra member there is m> 
good in them and they ought to be hurled 
from power forthwith. 

But the Government will not be judged 
in this narrow and senseless way by many 
even of tho readers of the Columbian. 
Consenting to the compromise with 
respect to representation did not 
change the nature of the men who form 
the Government, or make that bad which 
was but the other day good. Sensible 
people in New Westminster will, like 
sensible people in all tho other parts of 
the province, judge the Government In 
all its acts, not by one feature of its 
policy. They will consider that policy as 
a whole, and will form their opinion on 
all its merits and demerits. Lf they find, 
as we know they will, that the (mvern- 
nient is, when all its record is examined, 
a good Government and that its policy 
has been boneficial to the whole province, 
they will not allow sectional jealousy to 
blind them to its good qualities. They 
will send men to support it in spite of the 
ravings of the turn-coat Columbian. 



AN EXCITED COLONY. 

The ancient colony of Newfoundland 
is just now very greatly excited. It. i 
not surprising that its inhabitants an 
deeply indignant. The people of am 
other colony, if they were in the sain 
position, w ould bo as greatly and as gener- 
ally agitated. How would the inhabitants 
of this ["land feel if men of a foreigi 
nation occupied part of its coast and ex- 
ercised powers and privileges to which 
the treaties between that nation and 
Greac Britain gave them no right. / It i 
natural that tho inhabitants of so old a 
colony as Newfoundland should look 
upon the country they have so long oc- 
cupied, anil which they nave, in a sense, 
made, as their own. They would be 
sure to regard with jealousy any nation 
that had been allowed, by an ancient 
treaty, to fish in its waters and occupy its 
territory for any purpose wha'ever. 
When that nation made encroachments 
on what the people considered 
their exclusive rights encroach- 
ments - which were not warranted 
by treaty — would they not be- 
como angry, and if the mother country 
failed to assist thorn in asserting what 
they knew to be their rights would not 
their indignati n find adequate uxpres- 
sioued. If Vancouver Islanders only 
try to put thamselves in the place of the 
people of Newfoundland they will be at 
no loss to account for tho disturbed Btati 
of tho people's mind in that colony at the 
present moment. 

The French have not only asserted 
their right to catch lobsters in tho inland 
waters of Newfoundland, but they claim 
that this British tifchcrmeil have no right 
to exercise their calling on the parts of 
the coast which they occupy, 'i'hii is 
what F. Heine Geffcken, in the Fort 
nightly Review, says about the claim of 
tho French to catch and can lobslets on 
t he coast, of Newfoundland : 

"British factories for tho canning of 
lobsters being established, tho French 
not only asserted tho right to do tile 
same, but maintained that within the 
parts of the coast reserved for their sum 
iiier fisheries the English had no right, to 
tish for lobsters and possess factories foi 
canning them. This claim is preposter- 
ous, for from the beginning the French 
privileges were confined to codfish, as is 
proved by defining the season in which 
fishing is allowed. The Treaty of Utreeh 
expressly says: ' pisces in terra oxsicear. 
perm issu til erit,' which can have no pos- 
s bio reference to lobster catching or the 
erection of factories for preserving and 
canning lobsters. The Nowfoundlan 
authorities, therefore, were perfectly on 
titled to forbid these proceedings, as no 
lieiug within the the treaty privileges an- 
jorded to tho French, and to maintain 
the right of the British establishments, 
unless their business was so exercised as 



to interrupt tho French cod-fishery bona 
fide exercised. Vet (he French have 
raised a great cry as if they had been 
subject to a gross injustice, big speeches 
have been made in the Chamber, and the 
ministry have maintained that they would 
not. yield one jot of the ancient, treaty 
rights. What these aro we havo seen; 
the right of fishing in foreign waters is 
an anomaly, and wheru it rests on ex- 
press C' nco»sion it must bo strictly inter- 
preted. " 

What the upshot of the agitation in 
Newfoundland will he it is difficult to 
foresee lf it would have the result of 
stimulating the Government to make 
greater and more resolute efforts 
to como to a settlement with 
Franco with respect to tho in- 
terpretation to bo put upon the Treaty 
of Utrecht and other treaties, it will do 
good. But wo fear it will havo no such 
result. Tho Imperial Government hates 
to bo hurried, and tho diplomatists of all 
countries have a very leisurely way of 
doing business. It is said that France is 
in a very bad humor just now and would 
quite as soon go to war as not. To a 
people who are in that frame of mind one 
pretext for breaking the peace is as good as 
another. When the Newfoundland ques- 
tion was discussed by the Montreal Hoard 
of Trade, a few days ago, Mr. .1. X. 
Perrault, who has lately returned from 
Paris, stud that the Board was discussing 
"a very dangerous question," and that 
"Franco would not cede one inch of her 
territory. France was a dangerous 
country to deal with at present." Dan- 
gerous or not, tho Newfoundland ques- 
tion must be settled one way or another 
before very long, ami it seems to us that, 
if Great Britain took a firm stand the 
French Government would agree to a 
settlement which would be considered 
fair by impartial men. 

RACE AND RELIGION. 

We were quite certain that Mr. Mer- 
cier would, when appealing to the people 
for re-election, take advantage of tho 
Ontario agitation to represent himself as 
the champion of his race and his religion, 
lie has done this as the following extract 
from his address will si ow: 

"Who is it," ho says, "wants to abolish 
the French language and separate 
ichools? In Tor nto and Ottawa they 
ire the allies of t he hlous of t he Province 

>f Quebec. Mr. Tail Ion lias never, that 
1 am aware of, repudiated Mr. Meredi h 
or Mr. McCarthy, who are both agreed 
upon attaining the same end. That end, 
everyone knows, involves tho abolition of 
the French language and separate schools. 
1 do not. behove that Mr. Taillon enter- 
rains these ideas, accepts these fatal 

■ pinions, and is ready to endorse 
• his triumph. No; but he is doing 
,. hat ho did in 1885 and 1886. He is 

onto in presence of tho enemy. Ho dares 
not resent the attack of the enemies of 
our race and our religion. In 1885 and 
1881! he refused to step in at/ainst those 
who are crushing our brethren in the 
Northwest, and now he is silent, in tho 
presence of thoso who want to banish the 
e'roiieli UiiL'iiago and to destroy separate 
schools. It is always the same old story, 
the samo disgraceful, fatal story, it is the 
minority in the person of Mr. Taillon 
agreeinc to craw l before the person of the 
Oranceman. What is to be done under 
the circumstances ? Only one thing — to 
u do- in one man to repel tho attack. 
The fanatics want to crush us." 

Poli ically, in the proper sense of the 
term, Mr. Mercicr is weak. His admiu-v 
istration, if judged on its own merits, 
must be pronounced a failure. He has 
not realized tho expectations lie raised, 
and be has not, performed his promises. 
There is, besides, evidence enough to 
show that his administration has not been 
pure. His opponents, if they had only 
his political record to criticise, would bo 
ablo to prove to the people that he is not 
worthy of their confidence. But the 
Equal Rights people, chiefly of another 
province have put a weapon into his 
hands, which he does not scruple to use, 
and any one who knows him and the peo- 
ple lie bus to deal with knows how toady 
and how general the response will bo to 
such appeals as the one from which we 
have quoted, Victory has been made 
easy for the Quebec Premier by those 
who ardently desire his defeat.

The Qufen, Altered anil Improved Beyond 
Uocognltion for the Alaska. Trade, 
Arrives at Port Townsend, 



(Port. Townsend Loader.) 
With Hags Hying and scarcely a ripple 
upon tho surface of the bay, the steamship 
Queen (of tho Pacific) entered the harbor of 
Port Townsend, shortly after G o'clock 
Wednesday evening. It was not the old 
Queen that tied up ut Union wharf, but a 
new ship whose equal in appointments and 
general beauty does not plough through 
the waters of the Pacific coast. 

Captain James Carroll Is still in command 
of the vessel. Her new purser is II. R. 
Rodgers, who has for years been in the ser- 
vice of the Pacific Coast Steamship com- 
pany. The others of her officers are G. H. 
Harrison, first officer; John Carroll, freight 
clerk; William H. Allison, chief engineer; 
mid William Pasco, steward Purser 
Rodgers is accompanied by his wife, she 
being the only person who made the trip up 
from San Francisco outside thu ship's crew. 

Since her las' trip to this port, the Queen 
has been altered and beautified, until she is 
almost rejuvenated in appearance. Thirty- 
eight additional staterooms have been 
placed upon her hurricane deck. She now 
has a total of iiine'.y-eight first-class com- 
partments, not counting the rooms occupied 
by her officers. Of sleeping accommo- 
dation, alio has thirteen rooms on he I 
saloon deck, with three berths in each 
apartment, forty-four rooms nra situated 
upon her upper deck, also with three berths 
in each one, and thirty-eight upon her hur- 
ricane deck, which only accommodate two 
persons each; situated amidships upon her 
second named deck arc two bridal cham- 
bers, eight feet long and fourteen wide. On 
the saloon deck are a ladies' and gentlemen's 
hath room with hot and cold water, and a 
library containing the latest standard works 
of literature. Tlie whole snip i.- lighted 
with electricity, furnished by a dynamo, 
with a capacity for 250 lights. The power 
is in charge of an electrician with two as- 
sistants. There are accommodations for 
150 cabin passengers and 200 in the steerage.

BIG OPIUM SEIZURE. 

The Smuggler of the Drug Says it w as Bought 
in Victoria. 

One of the heaviest opium seizures ever 
made in Portland was made about 7 o'clock 
Tuesday evening by Custom House Inspec- 
tors Burns a- d Ross. The catch consisted 
of UK) live-fuel cans of manufactured drug, 
valued at about $1,800, and is wrapped up 
in packages of fix cans each. The man wdio 
brought the drug to Portland was arrested 
and taken to the county jail, where he gave 
the niiine of John Mays. On his person was 
found an elegant hammei less Smith & Wes- 
son revolver and a letter written in Chinese. 
When he was first taken into custody Mays 
stoutly denied having engaged in smuggling, 
hut ifter talking to his captors and learning 
they had a very strong case against him, he 
concluded to confess, w hich he did, and said 
the opium was purchased at Victoria sev- 
eral days ago and brought to Portland by 
tho Northern Pacific freight train, arriving 
Monday uftornoon. When the train neared 
the city, a mile or so from the limits, these 
were thrown off by a trainman, who was 
one of the gang. A boat was waiting and 
the opium was taken from the place where 
it was dropped and rowed up to the North 
Portland dock, whine it was put in a buggy 
and driven up to tho store where it was 
found.

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OIL INSTEAD OF SNOW. 



Wh» Mild 'Winter Neeeultnted the U»» of 
■ Substitute for ths "Beautiful." 

In tho lumber regions of northern 
Pennsylvania a curious expedient has 
been resorted to for the purpose of get- 
ting the logs out of tho woods. Hun- 
dreds of barrels of crude oil have been 
sent to the camps, and this fluid poured 
over the "slides." This was intended to 
tako tho place of snow. Logs can only 
be got to the market over slippery paths, 
bo when there was no snow or ico they 
greased the mountain slides, but in spito 
Of that tho vast lunilvr interests of the 
state have suffered to a serious extent 
from this mild winter. 

The snow that fell Friday gave the 
lumber princes of Williamsport and tho 
idle catup men a gleam of hope. The 
thaw recently, however, knocked out 
all this hope. I understand that snow 
would have to fall a good week and be 
maintained by thirty days of freezing 
weather to bring into tho streams the 
lumber now lying in tho forests. 

This is tho first time that crude pe- 
troleum has been used to lubricate the 
slides to any extent. Some of tho slides 
are twelve miles long, starting away 
back on the summit of a mountain and 
running through the passes; in some in- 
stances shooting up one hill and down 
another in a series of inclines. Tho mo- 
mentum the logs gather with distance 
6ends them along with a furious rato of 
speed, and the crude oil has been found 
not to wear oIT for nearly a week. 

There are today 2o0,000,000 feet of tim- 
ber lying in the woods which ought to 
have been in tho booms of Williamsport 
before this time. In other words, Feb. 
1 has usually seen all that wonderful 
amount of timber lying in the river here, 
and much of it in the mills being finished 
for tho market. This forest blockade is 
worth millions of dollars. The logs as 
they aro felled are worth $4.50 per 1,000 
feet for hemlock and from §11 to §15 for 
pine. 

Twenty different firms of Williamsport 
aro sufferers from tho blockade, while 
5,000 wood cutters in tho camps aro idle, 
drawing no pay. In addition to all this 
there are sci ires of saw mills, portable and 
stationary, up through the forest country 
■which have been shut down most of the 
winter because they could not get tho 
logs from the woods. This would add 
tens of millions of feet to tho above fig- 
wres. For instance, A. C. Hopkins, of 
Lock Haven, has 31,000,000 logs lying in 
Elk and Clearfield counties. Thus far 
he has only boon able, with tho aid of 
greased slides, to get enough timber 
down into Sinnamahoniiig creek to form 
thirty rafts, and even since he has had 
them there, there has not been water 
enough to bring them into the west 
branch of the Susquehanna. 

Cochran, Payne & McCormick and 
Deemer & Co., of Williamsport, aro tho 
largest operators in tho state. Mr. J. C. 
Payne said to me today: "Thero is not 
more than 50,000,000 feet on the river in 
the neighborhood of Williamsport. This 
in less than a fifth of what we usualiy 
have on hand at this season of the year. 
Aa it will require at least one month of 
continuous cold weather to get the 250,- 
000,000 feet of logs out of the woods, 
and as this is already late in February, 
it begins to look doubtful whether we 
will have largo stocks on hand this sum- 
mer. Of course 1 think this will affect 
market prices for Pennsylvania lumber. 
Tho very fact that we have had to go to 
■so much trouble to get out what little wo 
now have, such as greasing the slides, 
and building stretches of tramway, and 
buying additional horses, must make a 
difference on prices." 

•"What if the mild winters continue in 
the future?" I asked. 

"I have heard some people advance 
the theory that tho climates aro chang- 
ing, and if that is true the lumber busi- 
ness would be revolutionized. Of course 
wo would have to meet it, though, as 
we have been doing this year in a meas- 
• ure. I supposo the building of great sys- 
tems of tramways, or even narrow gauge 
railroads, would be tho solution of the 
problem. Although costly at first, they 
would prove cheaper in tho end than tho 
present method of hauling on tho snow, 
because then we would not bo at the 
mercy of tho weather. There would then 
be no such interruption to trade as we 
have suffered this winter. I know of 
ono firm now which has a narrow gaugo 
railroad with a light locomotive, and it 
works successfully." — Pittsburg Dis- 
patch. 

Fhotocrapl'y in tho Court Itoom. 
The adaptation of photography to legal 
uses is tho newest thing in the trade. A 
firm of Broadway camera experts are do- 
ing a thriving business photographing 
letters and documents for lawyers to uso 
in their cases, of doing up views of 
buildings, interiors of rooms, objects of 
furniture and the like, to help tho learned 
counselors make their cases plain to the 
gentlemen of tho jury. As tho average 
lawyer's powers of graphic description 
are not very great, this latter branch of 
the business should bo of decided advan- 
tage. Tho .scene of a murder or a sui- 
cide, the window by which a burglar 
forced an entrance, or the lock bo burst 
to got into a bank, are very important 
parts of a criminal trial. Heretofore de- 
scription has been the jury's only reli- 
ance in the matter. Now the unerring 
eyo of tho photographic lens will serve 
them as a silent witness.— New York 
News. 

A Hurled S'orost. 
Well diggers on tho Crowley place at 
Little Prairie continue to find further in- 
dications of a buried forest. Tho cedar 
or pine found at a depth of thirty-fivo 
feet appeared to bo the branches of a 
tree; at forty foot tho growth was larger, 
as if near tho trunk; at forty-five feet 
larger still. The first thirty-fivo feet was 
through light gravel and tho next ten 
feet through blue clay, exceedingly 
hard. The impression prevails that a 
swamp will be struck at a lower depth, 
as has been tho caso in previous instances 
where tho wells were abandoned. Good 
water in that locality is rare, though tho 
land lies high and tho surface soil is 
light. Tho matter is attracting much at- 
tention.— Evening Wisconsin.

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JUIIAWN DOWN TO DEATH. 

.Jiuncs n. Parcels Meets u Terrible Elite In Ills 
Own Dooryard ill Woodslde, L. I. 

James H, Parcels, u night dospatcher 
in tho New York post ollicu,inut a terrible 
death Saturday night ut \Voodside, L. I., 
though for over livu hours almoat tho 
whole population of tho tuwu was trying 
to save lutu. 

Mr. Parcels, who was about (if y years 
of atco, hail built a new home for his wife 
and six children, but had not moved into 
the house. In bis yard a well had been 
driven. Mr. Parcels discovered Saturday 
morning that a portion of the pipe under 
ground was defective, and ill the afternoon 
about four o'clock he set about digging 
down to the lower end of it, intending to 
repair it. He began digging from the 
base of the boring which protected the 
t p er portion of the pipe, and made an 
excavation about two leet square shovel- 
ling tho earth into a bucket which was 
hauled up by his son Stephen. 

He had dug down to about tiftoen feet 
when his feot struck quicksand and he 
began to sink gradually. He shouted for 
help, but his son who had been hauling 
tho basket up had gone into the house. 

When young Parcels reached tho well 
and looked down his father was buried up 
to the waist in the quicksand. .Stephen 
immediately called Peter Brandt and 
Lawrence Beck, who wero at work in the 
house. A long handled hoe was held 
down tho well by Brandt, and for nearly 
an hour Parcels scoped out the sand 
from around himself and tilled the buck- 
ets as fast as they could be hauled up, 
but no headway was made. A force 
greater than the mere weight of his body 
seemed to he drawing him down. 

Shortly after live o'clock Dr.S.A. Wood 
arrived with a number of other v llagers, 
and seeing that Mr. Parcels was down to 
his head in the sand, quickly obtained a 
long rubber tube and a bottle of brardy. 
Some of the brandy was conveyed to Mr. 
Parcels' mouth, and then tho tube was 
given hint so that ho might be able to 
breathe, even if his bead should be cov- 
ered. 

Mr. S. L. Ncur then went down into 
the well on a ladder, taking a rope with 
him. and after scooping some of the sand 
from around Mr. Parcels' body.succeeded 
in placing a loop of the rope under his 
arms. 

The rope was run to the second story 
window of tho house, and a dozen sturdy 
men hauled with all their might upon it, 
but without effect, as tho unfortunate 
man kept sinking. 

By this time a crowd of nearly a thous- 
and surrounded the well. Seeing that 
the attempt to pull Parcels out of the 
sand was ineffectual, thirty of the men 
obtained shovels and began to dig around 
the well. 

They worked with a will, but it was a 
big undertaking, and at eight o'clock they 
wero still a long way from Mr. Parcels, 
who had saidc entirely below tho surface 
of the sand, his head being covered. 
With the aid of the tube in his mouth 
Mr. Parcels managed to breathe for near- 
ly an hour after his head was covered. 

Dr. Wood was as far down tho well as 
it was safe to go, and kept hold of the 
sinking man's hands. Tho doctor says 
that about half-past nine he heard Mr. 
Parcels say through tho tube, " Hurry, 
hurry." A few seconds later he ceased 
to breathe. It was half- past ton before 
the men who were digging succeeded in 
making an opening sufficient to pull tho 
body of Mr. Parcels through sideways. 
His death was due to suffocation. 

Mrs. Parcels swooned when the body 
of her husband was brought into tho 
house. She was in violent hysteria all 
night. 

Tho scono about the well during tho 
last hours of Mr. Parcels' fearful experi- 
ence was one never to ho forg> tten by 
any one who saw it. Women fainted, 
men rushed about aimlessly in their ellbrt 
to render assistance, or shouted words of 
encouragement to tho unfortunate man.

Mr. Stanley wfts much impressed with 
Miss Tennant, and sought, occasions to 
continue the friendship. A few days be- 
fore he started for Africa ho proposed 
marriage. Much to bis surprise lie was 
rejected. To the Baroness and one or 
two other intimate friends Mr. Stanley- 
did not hesitate to denounce Miss Ten- 
naut's conduct, in encouraging him to the 
point of proposal and t hen jilting him. 
To one or iw<> friends who ventured to 
talk with her on the subject, Miss Teu- 
i ant said she could not stand a man who 
dyed his hair.

End of n Long Lawsuit. 

An extraordinary lawsuit, which com- 
menced Sept. It; , 170S. has just been con- 
cluded, after having lasted 121 years. In 
the year 1410 Bishop Demendy, of Neu- 
trft, in northern Hungary, died, leaving 
hia immense estates to bis family. Owing, 
however, to the Turkish invasion of 
Hungary at that time, the bishop's rela- 
tives were unable to take possession of 
the property. After the invasion it was 
found that the number of persons -who 
had a right to share in the property was 
upward of a thousand. 

As they were unable to agree among 
themselves as to the division of the es- 
f ates, an appeal was made to the law. 
The courts of justice were bo afraid of 
doing injustice by precipitate action that 
all tiio original heirs, and even the next 
two generations, had passed away before 
a decision was arrived at. Meantime the 
expenses of the law and administration 
had to bo paid, and while these have well 
nigh swallowed up the once vast fortune, 
the heirs have increased in number to 
more than 2,000. Now that tlio judg- 
ment of the court has been delivered, the 
bishop's descendants find that property 
that should havo now been worth prob- 
ably a quarter of -a million has melted 
down to something over £3,000, out of 
which they havo still to pay a lawyer's 
bill of £1,000. This will leave tho for- 
tunate heirs at least a sovereign apiece. 
— London Standard. 



A Pauper's Sail T.lfe. 

Recently a poor, demented being, 
about 50 years old, was brought to tho 
Waterville house by a man by the name 
of Light, from Palermo, who left him to 
be cared for until the following Monday. 
The man, Amos Murray, has been a pau- 
per since ho was 3 years old. From time 
to time the support of Murray has been 
sold at auction; tiio last time he was bid 
off by a Mr. Light, who was to clothe 
and feed him for $40 per annum, tho 
balance of tho expenses of keeping him 
alivo and in working condition coming 
out of his body as a slave. Light sub- 
let Murray to another person by the 
name of Prescott. The pauper ran away 
from his hist owner and found his way 
to Waterville. lie was a mass of rags, 
his feet being incased in pieces of old 
gunny sacks, and he was hungry, tired 
and exhausted. Landlord Waite kindly- 
cared for him and, Finding him sick, 
gave him extra atteiU.on. The man who 
brought him disappeared, and when he 
returned next daj his poor unfortuuate 
was dying. Saturday he died, and his 
remains w re taken away by the person 
who bid oil" his support. — Kennebec 
Journal. 

A Saint's Skull. 
A saint's skull is soon to form the sub- 
ject of an action of law at Lyons. The 
saint in question is Jean Soanen, who 
was bishop of Senez, in the department 
of Basses- Alpes, during the reign of 
Louis Quinze. The skull was for many 
years in the possession of an ancient 
family, whose scion, however, disposed 
of rt a short time ago with somo old 
lumber to a local dealer in bric-a-brac, 
lie was at a loss to know what to do with 
the skull, when a broker, hearing of his 
dilemma, bethought of a devout lady — 
one of his customers— who happened to 
be the proprietor of the lower jaw of tlio 
self same saint. The broker conducted 
the lady to the shop, and a bargain was 
concluded whereby, on tho payment of 
£-10, sho became the possessor of this ad- 
ditional relic. After tho lady had quit- 
ted the bouse in triumph, with the bish- 
op's skull neatly packed up, tho broker 
claimed half tho money as tho intro- 
ducer, and, tho dealer having refused to 
hand over more than £1, ho is bringing 
tho matter before tho law courts. — Lon- 
don Globe. 

French Cremation Society. 
Tho French Cremation society, which 
was founded in 1883 for the purposo of 
familiarizing people with the idea of tho 
new method for disposing of the dead, 
has for its president M. Kcechlin- 
Schwarz, mayor of the Eighth Paris 
ward, where periodical meetings are 
held, and .among the members who make 
up it* committee are a goodly number of 
deputies, municipal councilors, engineers 
and doctors, In order to become a titu- 
lar member of tho society a minimum 
sum of 83 must bo paid the first year, and 
§1 for each successive year afterward. 
Donation members are expected to con- 
tribute at least a sum of $20 on entering. 
The last report shows that tho body num- 
bers at tho present moment upward of a 
thousand members. Tho receipts for the 
first year of its existence, were $500.— 
Paris Letter.
